fence, who was om* of the number in the hlock-house, 
gives ihe annexed particulars of their perils and sufferings. 
They had been shut up since the 5ili of April, 
i 
“ W e remained on the Withlacoochee nine days w ithout 
being attacked In the savages. 
W e had just completed 
building the blork house and dug out a spring near the 
edge o f ihe Fort, when, on the morning of die 9lh of 
April, at ¡1 little before dawn of day, we were attacked by 
the Indians, who had encompassed us on three sides, and 
numbered about lo O o r 200 warriors. 
The engagement lasted one hour and three quarters, 
when they found out to I heir sorrow, that our reception 
wits not only too warm, hut that they had ventured too 
near us without due reflection. 
On the next day ( Wednesday,) we had one man killed 
on his p "'t by an Indian rifle, fm*d from the opposite side 
of tin* river. 
On Friday, the 15tli of April, we were at­ 
tacked by a boilv of the savages who had completely sur­ 
rounded iif, and’whose manlier we computed at 4 to 500. 
though we h ive since learned that Powell hail 1000 to 1500 
I ot them. 
'Phi* was the hottest engagement we had during 
our stay on the Withlacoochee» 
They fin d their guns bj 
hundreds at the same moment at our block-house, and suc­ 
ceeded in taking our only means of escape—our boat— 
| which they took down the river and destroyed after the 
battle, 
'flie engagement rontitmed two hour* and forty- 
five niinutes, and we hail three men slightly wounded. 
On the 24ih, we had a very severe battle in which they 
displayed their ingenuity by shooting arrows on fire upon 
the roof of the house which destroyed the roof and left its 
exposed to the inclemency of the weather; this arrow fir­ 
ing was performed In 26 of llieir men, whilst about 3 or 
5(1(1 used their (puts. 
4\ e had on this occasion 2 or 3ol 
our men slightly wounded. 
It i* my opinion tlmt in the 
engagement we must have killed between and forty lilty ol 
them? 
< in ihe night of the 24th,after the battle, we heard 
their Chief hail us and say, “ that lie was going away in 
the niorning, ami would ’ trouble us no more.” 
He kepi 
hi' promise very well, though hi* did give us about 100 
guns the next morning, ere lie left. 
He kept a continual 
watch upon us, however, from that time until we wen; re­ 
lieved hy about ISO gallant volunteers, under the command of 
Col. Read, of the Florida Militia, who came up the liver 
on the night of the 24th May, and brought us all away in 
safclv. 
Our Captain, Holloman, was killed on the 3d id 
May, whilst endeavoring to fortify and strengthen our po­ 
sition. 
Tim Indians continued to give us a passing shot, 
from 5(1 to 100 guns, every live or six days, though they kept 
a spy on us at other i*mes. 
I o God, ami the bravery and 
gallantry of the Volunteers under Col. Read, we ai e in- 
debicd for nut* Ines, ¡is 1 despaired ever receiving any aid 
from any human hands, and was almost resigned to nty 
fate.

any statute authority, and against express provisions of 
the Constitution, 
In support of the positions he assum­ 
ed, Mr ifnllett cited numerous authorities from Judicial 
Reports, since the adoption o f the Constitution. 
Mr Parker replied, that immediately subsequent to 
the adoption of the Constitution o f 1780, Mass rliusetts 
Judges had been in the habit o f charging Grand Juries

tlmt indictments were 
found, and the law enforced hy Judges, who had been 
m em bers of the Convention who framed the Constitu­ 
tion, and therefore must be presumed to know best what 
wn* the intention of the framers of the Constitution ; 
that the law had been recognized hy statutes at differ­ 
ent periods, and is now recognized in the Revised stat­ 
ute*, page 7 46, which regulates tho modes of trial both 
in civil suit* and criminal indictments. 
l ie also w ent 
into an argument, in support o f the propriety and ne­ 
cessity o f the law , inasmuch as libels had a necessary 
and inevitable tendency to create breaches of the peace, 
as persons defamed by the press, if not protected hy 
tlie criminal process, would he constantly tempted to 
see« redress by taking the law into their own hands.— 
H e considered the right to use the liberty of the pres*, 
as the sam e as tlie right to use fire-arms — neither could 
lie used to the hurt o f tlie citizen ; and if a man could 
not he indicted for injuring a cilizeu by his press, so 
neither could he he indicted for killing or wounding a 
citizen with a gun. 
H e had liberty to u<e both, hut not 
to the injury of otM fa. 
Mr Parker also read n u m er­ 
ous authorities in support of his views of the law. 
Mr llallett replied, that there could be no weight in 
the argument that libels had a tendency 
ttf 'c r e a te 
breaches of the peace, because words spoken, however 
scandalous and defamatory, had never been considered 
indictable. 
T h ere was no essential difference between 
printed and spoken slander ; both were expressions of 
thought— and the only difference wa3 in the manner, and 
not in ilie effect or m atter ;— in one case, the lihel was 
thought addressed lo the eye ,— in the other it was 
thought addressed lo the ear. 
VV itli regard lo the comparison of the liberty o f the 
pres* to the liberty o f carrying fire-arms, Mr Hallett 
denied, that the abuse o f the two instruments were 
similar in nature or effects— one might inflict a physical 
injury, visible, and admitting o f estimation or m easure­ 
ment; the other only inflicted a morn! injury, intangi­ 
ble, and not susceptible of any estimation, or adm ea­ 
surement.
